The selection of Admiral Baron 
Kato ag the new Premier of 
Japan may cause some confusion 
—as it didat the Washington 
Conference—with Viscount Kato, 
tha: ex-Mioister of Foreign | 
Affairs and former Ambassador 
to Britain, who is the leader of 
the Kensai-kai party. As the 
new Premier, who was Comman- 
der-in-Chieaf of the Japanese 
naval forces in the war against 
Germans, is alsa taking the 


appearance of the Service tradi- 
tion being strengthened instead 
of relaxed, as desired by the pro- 
gressive’; but this is explained 
by the fact of Baron Kato having 
already. filled .the Ministry 
of the Navy. Connt Uchida’s 
expefience as Foreign Minis- 
ter fis evidently ‘valued, he 
being one of-the two members 
of Viscount Takahashi's Cabinat 
to retain their offices. The other 
is -Viscount Yamanashi, the 
Minister for War, who natarally 
defends the custom of appointing 
Service members to tbe combatant 
departments, but bas shown that 
he is not insensible to public 
opinion. Apparently the other 
appointees are relatively new 
men, at.present not much knowao 
outside of Japan. As happened 
when Viscount Takahashi was 
invited to form a Cabinet only a! 
few months ago, it was expected 
by some.that Prince Ssionji, one 
of , the few survivors of the 
Genro, would head tha new Gov- 
ernment. The Prince, however, 
bas been io indifferent health for 
some time. Baron Snite, who 
kas done good work since going 
to Korea as Governor-General, 
and Baron Goto, a member of the 
late Mr. Hara’s Ministry and now 
Mayor of the Metropolis, were 
also mentioned as * probables,” or 
at least as. possibles..
